1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 

FRANCE 03.03999 with a filing date 04/01/2003. The certified copy of the instant 
foreign priority document has been filed to Office. The instant foreign priority has been 
granted herein. Applicant's request of changing the typographic enror of the inventor 
name "Olivier Guerret" has been prosecuted. 

2. Amendment of claims 9-1 1 and 1 3-1 5, and addition of claim 1 7 in the 
amendment filed on November 30, 2006, is acknowledged. Claims 1-17 are pending in 
the application. No new matter Is found. Since the newly added claim 17 Is 
commensurate with the scope of the invention, claims 1-17 are prosecuted in the case.

Reasons for Allowance 
5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 9-17 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to alkoxyamines derived from beta- 
phosphorylated nitroxides, and use thereof for preparing polymerized or non- 
polymerized mono-or polyalkoxyamines. The closest reference is Guerret et al. US 
6,657,043, which discloses polyalcoxyamines obtained from beta-substituted 
nitroxides. The difference between the reference and instant claims is that instant 
claimed processes have not been found. A suggestion for modification of above 
reference to obtain the instant claimed processes has not been found. Claims 19-17 
are allowed.
